tion of tho next National Convention, and 
when Chandler turned bn^Buttorworth and 
called up some unplaaqant rominiscenct'i 
of no ens in the convention ball at Cin- 
cinnati when the balloting for Blaine wai 
hot, and when he wag beaten by the dark 
ness coming In. 


The history of that eventful convention
